Each to o k o ffice at a time when the p u b lic was 
deep ly dissatisfied with the way in which so cial 
v alu es were b ein g ig n o red b y the in du strial an d 
fin an cial co mmu n ity . In each case the o rdin ary 
man felt tha t so me realig n m en t was n ecessary , 
altho u g h there was n o t in either case an y g en ­ 
eral ag reem en t o n w hat sho u ld b e do n e. An d, in 
each case, there was a radical frin g e eag er to 
mo v e alo n g p aths which m ig ht b e theo retically 
admirab le b u t were p retty likely to b e disastro u s 
in p ractice. 
Theo do re Ro o sev elt in sisted tha t w hat had 
hap p p en ed in b u sin ess an d in du stry was a direct 
co n cern o f the g o v ern men t. He saw tha t so ciety 
in self-p ro tectio n m u st do so methin g to restrain 
the p ro fit mo tiv e, an d the an titru st laws came 
in to his han ds as the mo st effectiv e weap o n . 
There was little talk then o f m akin g the g o v - 
eri*n en t a p artn er in in du stry — altho u g h it is 
in terestin g to rememb er tha t T. R. was n o t afraid 
to threaten the an thracite co al b aro n s with di­ 
rect g o v ern men t in terv en tio n . It was his theo ry 
tha t the g o v ern men t co u ld do all tha t was n eed­ 
ed b y ex ercisin g its su p erv isio n fro m the o u t­ 
side. Bu sin ess was to b e allo wed to g o its o wn 
way , b u t Un cle Sam was to b e alert in the b ack­ 
g ro u n d with a b ig stick ready to rap an y head 
tha t g o t to o far o u t o f lin e. 
T hat theo ry was fo llo wed w itho u t im p o rtan t 
chan g es u p to this y ear; b u t b y the sp rin g o f

JAPS INVASION 
MAY BE HALTED 
IS BELIEF NOW 


Tientsin, May 16 (A5)—The po­ 
litical atmosphere in north Chi­ 
na has suddenly changed, lead­ 
ing to the belief that the latest 
Japanese incursion south of the 
Great Wall is near an end. 
The changed atmosphere re­ 
sulted from the coming to North 
China of General Hwang Fu, na­ 
tional government representative 
slated as minister to North Chi­ 
na from the Nanking govern­ 
ment. 
\ 
Hwang, former national gov­ 
ernment foreign minister, is con­ 
sidered distinctly friendly toward 
Japan. His coming, coupled with 
a statem ent yesterday at Chang­ 
chun, Manchuria, by Field Mar­ 
shal Nobuyoshi Muto, Japanese 
military commander in 
Man­ 
churia, that the Japanese would 
withdraw as soon as the Chi­ 
nese remain awTay from the wall, 
was interpreted as meaning a 
Chinese-Japanese 
compromise 
had been reached. 
Under the compromise, it was 
believed, the Chinese would avoid 
the borders of the new state of 
Manchukuo, while a new Peiping 
regime would be allowed at least 
temporarily 
to 
continue 
the 
function as a branch of the cen­ 
tral government. 
Japanese north of Peiping and 
cast of Tangshan continued to 
air-bomb and shell the retreating 
Chinese, but their attacks were 
expected to cease soon, their ob­ 
jective seemingly accomplished. 
Strengthening the belief that 
the Japanese drive was about 
over were Chinese reports that 
Nanking troops north of Peiping 
were widthdrawing. They expect­ 
ed to continue southward along 
the 
Kinhan 
railway. Chinese 
northeast of Tientsin were con­ 
sidered unable effectively to op­ 
pose the Japanese in the imme­ 
diate future. 
Chinese here manifested the 
greatest relief at the turn in the 
situation, although the solution 
was considered unlikely to be 
more than temporary. 
Nevertheless it was believed it 
may avert a wholesale evacua­ 
tion 
of North 
China 
and 
a 
sweeping enlargement of hostil­ 
ities.
